The Christmas Spirit 


Christmas time is ‘here again and it is 
altogether fitting that we should make 
this a thorough-going holiday. Some 
nineteen centuries ago the message of 
peace and goodwill was voic ‘ed in terms 
that no one can mistake or forget. At 
the present time, with the world so 
weary of international and interracial 
strife, to have the Christmas spirit 
dominate in men’s lives is the only hope 
of harmony. It is very encouraging to 
consider the good will that was the 
basis of the recent Locarno conference 
as contrasted with the hostile feeling 
at Versailles, or the possibility for 
future peace that lies in our entry in the 
Permanent Court of International Jus- 
tice.

‘The latter, instead of working 
together in an attitude of friendly co- 
operation all too often waste their 
energy in petty bickerings, each think- 
ing that it has a monopoly of religious 
truth to the exclusion of all those bodies 
which disagree with it. Nothing could 
be more unlike the Christmas spirit 
than this.

At times we 
even calculate mathematically what 
Harry will give this year in order not to 
give him less ourselves, or just how 
much Susie will send so as not to buy 
her more. This sordid commercial 
scheming robs the day of all its signifi- 
cance. 

The first Christmas gifts were those of 
the wise men, who gave from the 
promptings of their hearts with no 
consideration whatever of a return or an 
exchange of gifts. It is only as we give 
in this way that we show the real spirit 
of the day. ‘This occasion offers a 
golden opportunity for bringing hap- 
piness to little tots, worthy poor, 
shut-ins, sick, aged people and the like. 
An_ altruistic expression of cheer to 
these persons is the Christmas spirit 
in its highest form. The cheerful giver 
in such opportunities is made happy 
himself because he knows that he has 
brought happiness to someone else. 


In our thoughts of Christmas there 
is a tendency even among adults to 
over-emphasize the importance of the 
birth of Christianity’s Founder. ‘The 
story of His arrival is beautiful in its 
simplicity and deeply impressive es- 
pecially for children. Preachers talking 
to a grown-up audience, however, 
might well say less of the Christchild 
the cradle, and the manger. Christ is 
followed not because He was born; that 
a distinction to which we can all lay 
claim; it is what He said and what He 
did that makes Him what He is. The 
beginnings of things are often given 
misplaced emphasis. The words that 
should be preached to the world at 
Christmas time are not meaningless 
details but rather the crying necessity 
for peace, goodwill and brotherhood 
among all men. These ideas, rather than 
the story of the star, the Magi or the 
flight are Jesus’ own message to the 
world. Nineteen centuries of teaching 
have not yet converted us to these 
principles, so there is no danger of 
overemphasizing them. It is only by 
grasping the meaning of universal 
goodwill that we shall ever have the 
real Christmas spirit. Those who make 
this a part of themselves will have life 
and have it more abundantly.

Reports received at the office of the 
Massachusetts Tuberculosis League from 
the twenty-seven afhiliated associations 
throughout Massachusetts indicate that the 

Christmas Seal Sale this year will slightly 
surpass that of 1924. Barnstable County 
and Newburyport have already exceeded 
their returns of 1924. Some of the localities 
are falling behind the results of last year. 

School children in Norfolk County where 
the sale by mail was established in four towns 
and the sale of seals by children discontinued 
this year requested the privilege of helping 
the campaign by buying Seals for use on 
their own Christmas letters and packages. 

The State League requests all persons 
who have received Christmas Seals and have 
not yet made returns to do so in order to 
enable the local tuberculosis associations to 
meet the demands that will be made upon 
them for service to the sick and to take more 
children to their summer camps in 1926, 
Last summer three thousand children were 
cared for at the health camps of the League’s 
affiliated organizations.

The elephant is probably the shrewd- 
est and most adaptable of living ani- 
mals and has no enemies except man.

Then, when the maidens, according to 
instructions, screamed, out rushed Chelm 
and his Druids. When they saw the young 
men in the arms of the maidens they drove 
them from the temple forthwith, for they 
would have no one among them who had 
aught to do with women. So the spell was 
dissolved, and they all lived happily ever 
after. 

Thus, through the peculiar influence of the 
mistletoe, the maidens won back the young 
men, but the custom of hanging up the 
mistletoe was continued and later, after the 
introduction of Christianity, was added to 
the Christmas festivities. 

It is certain that the old Druids held the 
mistletoe in peculiar sanctity. Once a year, 
on the sixth day of the moon nearest the 
New Year, the high priest of the Druids 
formed a solemn procession and drove two 
milk-white bulls to the grove where the 
mistletoe grew. With a golden knife, and 
solemn ceremonial, he cut the plant from the 
tree to which it was attached, receiving it 
upon a silken garment, after which the bulls 
were sacrificed in its honor. 

Because of its association with Druidic- 
rites, which were pagan, it is not permitted 
to use the mistletoe in decorating churches. 

The mistletoe plays a part in the Norse 
mythology, in which a weird tale is told of 
how it accomplished the death of Baldur, 
“The Beautiful,”” who was loved above all 
the other deities. Baldur was the son of 
Odin and Freya in the days when the gods 
are reputed to have walked and talked with 
mortals as they did in the fabled days of 
ancient Greece. 


Baldur, the god of sunshine and summer, 
was only hated by Loki, the spirit of darkness 
and cold. One night Nanna, the wife of 
Baldur, dreamed that he was to die, and she 
was inconsolable in consequence. She ap- 
pealed to Freya, his mother, to avert the 
evil. 

Freya moved resourceful. She went to all 
the animals, all the birds, all the trees, all the 
metals, all the rocks, the insects, and ob- 
tained from them the promise that they 
would not harm her son, The gods were 
accustomed to amuse themselves by hurling 
weapons at Baldur as he stood laughing 
before them, but spear and arrow turned 
ands, Siane refused to touch him.

Many childhood Ills are 
traceable directly to malnutrition, 
High school students especially 


need a variety in foods for at this 
age thelr growth ts rapid. The pro- 
tein or “building food’ should be 
abundant for high school boys and 
girls. When they buy their luncheons, 
high school pupils are apt to display 
@ preference for chocolate sodas, 
cream puffs and candy. An appetizing 
luncheon put up at home is much 
to be preferred to the sort the boy or 
girl might obtain at the corner store 
near the school, 

Meat Is all right for the school 
luncheon but tt should be put up In 
tempting form. If sliced thin it is 
more appetizing in sandwiches than 
{f In thick pieces, Beverages or soup 
may be carried in thermos bottles 
but the hottles must be carefully 
washed and atred dally after using. 

Milk is recommended for an impor- 
tant place in the boy's or girl's diet be- 
cause of {ts proteins, minerals, phos- 
Phorus and caiclum, necessary for the 
development of the body and in the 
case of calcium and phosphorus for 
the building of bone and teeth. Evap- 
orated milk has come into favor as a 
health builder for children as well 
as adults because by removal of 60 
per cent of the water it fs rendered 
More than twice as rich In food value 
as ordinary milk und by a process 
called homogenizing more digestible 
than bottled market milk, 

Crisp lettuce and celery, carefully 
washed and dried, may be se wrapped 
{m of] paper that they will be fresh 
and in good condition at lunch time. 
Lettuce should not be used in sand- 
wiches for witted lettuce {s almost in 
digestible.

' British North Borneo, 

March 15, 1925 
; In the land of the Wild Man of the Circus. 
This is a pretty little place doing quite a 
business. It is controlled by the British 
North Borneo Company who exploit it for 
timber and rubber, and who lease it from the 
Sultan for $250 per month. Most of the 
business is carried on by Chinese, the white 
people are here only as members of the 
government or in charge of operations. The 
policemen are Sihks from India, who add 
greatly to the picturesqueness. 


_ The ship coals alternately in Sandakan and 
in Jolo. The latter place is situated on the 
island of Sulu in the Philippine group. 
Both towns are in the Moro territory, but 
Jolo has a white population of more than 200. 
There are a few good houses in Jolo, but no 
stores. There is boat service with Manila 
once each week. 

It was among the Moros in this vicinity 
that most of the trouble was encountered in 
subduing the tribes when the Philippines 
were taken over by the United States. The 
Sultan of Sulu, next to the former Sultan of 
Turkey, is the most powerful man of the 
Mohammedan world. His palace is just 
outside Jolo. These Moros “get religion” 
and start after Christian heads. However, 
their massacres are generally cut short by 
the constabulary which, on such occasions, 
may wipe out a whole tribe. It is the Filipino 
Christians against whom the crusades are 
launched, the whites are not disturbed at 
all, for of all the islanders, the Christian 
converts are the only ones who do not desire 
independence. ‘The last such outbreak was a 
yea and a half ago when 123 natives were 

illed on an island just south of here. 

It was our fortune to be present at a 
wedding recently of the children of the two 
most powerful Moro chiefs. The local 
governor, Governor Moore, declared it to 
be the biggest wedding in the last century. 
At least, it was well worth seeing. It took 
pace on the southern side of the island of 
Sulu. Down here the chiefs of the various 
towns, or barrios, are called datus. They 
are more or less powerful, and aid greatly 
in keeping the Moros under control. They 
are allowed to carry revolvers and bolos 
anywhere. Outside of datus, no revolvers 
are allowed, and the bolos carried only by 
permit. When Pershing was here as govern- 
or, the Moros were unruly, and much trouble 
was experienced, but two datus, Agga and 
Unga, remained friendly. By way of reward, 
they were made deputy governors, and 
through their influence, when the trouble- 
makers were caught, the insurrection sub- 
sided. When Pershing left, he gave each a 
gold-headed cane and a 45-calibre Colt 
automatic which raised them high in the 
esteem of the other datus who carried only 
38-calibre revolvers. 

It was the son of Unga and the daughter 
of Agga who were married at Mahala, the 
barrio of Unga. 

The festivities commenced early in the 
morning when the vinta parade took place. 
The vintas (boats) all decorated with flags 
and bunting left Kulai-Kulai carrying the 
groom’s party to Mahala, and all day long 
the vintas came from diferent parts of Sulu, 
some decorated sumptuously as belonging to 
some wealthy datu. 

We went to Maibun at noon to meet Gov. 
Moore, Gov. Stratton, the Sultan of Sulu, 
Princess Diang-Diang, Marahatja Datu 
Tahil of Jolo and the provincial officers, and 
then proceeded to Mahala. The Princess 
Diang-Diang lost her white shoes on the 
voyage, and we couldn’t find them for a long 
time. When she came aboard, she took them 
off and laid them down. One of the boys 
had cleaned them in the meantime, and she 
did not recognize them. 

We arrived at Mahala about three o’clock 
and went ashore. The bay was crowded with 
decorated vintas and barges ablaze with 
weird colors. We were met by the old datus, 
Unga and Agga, who shook our hands as 
though we were long lost friends. Datu 
Agga was all dressed up, and his coat was 
decorated with $20 gold pieces; I counted 
about $2000 on him. We were allowed to 
examine the cane and revolver which he 
never allows to pass out of his sight. There 
were over a costeand guests and many 
datus with their guns, and with bolos inlaid 
with gold encased in pearl adorned scab- 
bards. It is hard to imagine a wedding 
with everybody heavily armed. 

In the home of the bride’s father, the 
families of the two were gathered. There 
also were the presents, guarded more or less 
by the datus. The groom was seated in one 
corner surrounded by admiring females. 
He sat cross-legged on the floor, and never 
moved except to change his clothes every 
hour, although he did not rise during the 
process. Some of his costumes were quite 
gorgeous. The bride was in a separate 
chamber putting on the finishing touches. 
We were presented to her in the chamber, 
quite an honor, for men are not supposed to 
see her until after the ceremony is over. 
Her dress probably represented $10,000, 
richly adorned with much gold and thousands 
of jewels, with bracelets from her hands to 
her elbows and rings the length of her fingers. 
As she was covered with rice powder and 
black streaks to accentuate her features, 
you really couldn’t tell what she looked like. 
She did absolutely nothing; she had someone 
to hold up her hands and her head; if she 
wanted to life a finger, someone had to do it. 
It is the custom, it seems, for such occasions, 
Her dowry consisted of 2000 pieces of gold, 
22 sacks of rice and 12 bulls. 

Outside, there was dancing and feasting. 
The guests sat around all afternoon with 
apparently nothing to do, At sunset, the 
ameers (priests) came in and gathered about 
the groom to give him sound advice concerN- 
ing being a good husband. ‘Then they chant- 
ed something, after which the entire gang 
trouped off to the bride’s chamber where 
she accepted and the ceremony took place. 
After a while, the groom came out again and 
took his seat on the floor in the midst of his 
bevy of admirers. A few more hours of 
sitting around, and the mother of the bride 
finally carried her out, placing her in the 
center of the room stuffed about with pillows 
to make her comfortable. Then the maids of 
honor, or whatever they were, were carried 
out and placed around her. The groom’s 
father carried him over and placed him 
apposite the bride. Everybody began giving 

e two advice, kidding them along, and 
apparently by the looks, everybody was 
enjoying themselves but the two kids. They 
were really encouraging the groom to make 
some affectionate move. Finally, he reached 
over and patted her hand, whereat she made 
one leap and started off with him after her. 
There was bedlam for awhile, but it soon 
subdued and all was ready for the feast. 
We understood that the bride, in the usual 
course, might not have been carried out for 
some hours hence, but this ceremony was 
hastened for the benefit of the official family 
which had to return to Maibun. 

At the feast, the Moros gathered in groups 
of six or eight on the floor (Sultan and al!)

However, I chewed on a piece of 
liver all through the meal except as f tasted 
a bit of rice and some meat. And all through 
the meal, we were pressed with more and 
still more food. e remained until the 
feast was over, and then made our adieux to 
the host and hostess, to the Sultan and his 
suite, and left on the “Fathomer” to get the 
guests home. 

The bride’s brother was our interpreter. 
He was only sixteen, but he had been to 
Garnett to school for two years and spoke 
very good English. Whatever we wanted, he 
got. It was he who took us into the bridal 
chamber and introduced us to the bride. 
Karo wanted to see some of the more famous 
of the datus, so the governor called them off 
and the kid rounded up the whole bunch. 
There was Datu Unam, probably the wealth- 
iest of the lot, but whose political reputation 
was lowered in 1923 when two of his sons 
stole his revolver and gun and started a 
little fun. He led the assault against them 
in which the 123 were killed, and delivered 
the bodies of his sons to the governor in 
person. He now goes unarmed, has his head 
shaved close, and wears a white gown, his 
authority as a datu being shown by his empty 
cartridge belt. Hadji Buti was the only 
datu who had been to Mecca, and hence the 
title Hadji. Datu Takil of Jolo, at present 
deputy governor, shot and killed a notorious 
priest a week ago, gave himself up to the 
governor and surrendered his arms. He will 
not be brought to trial, however, as his act 
Was necessary to preserve order. He was 
allowed to wear his arms at the wedding. 
When the whole collection was brought 
together, we had our pictures taken with 
them. As beautiful a collection of outlaws 
as one could wish to be in the presence of. 
We had a regular photographer along, and 
have heard that the pictures came out good. 


MODERN ENOCH ARDEN 
LOCATES HIS SONS 


Returns After 16 Years of 
Globe Trotting. 


Huntington, Ind—Hayden Webber, 
a@ modern Enoch Arden, who disap 
peared from his home at Fairfield, IIl., 
sixteen years ago, hus succeeded after 
Many months in locating three of his 
sons, Harley Webber, Huntington; 
Earl Webber, Fort Wayne, and Hay- 
ward Webber, Trinity Springs. 

None of Webber's relatives had seen 
hiro since he walked from his home 
at Fairfield, Ill, in 1909, after dis- 
agreeing with his wife. Webber lost 
track of his family during his adven- 
tures and only through a chance con- 
versation did he learn of the where- 
abouts of his sons, That brought him 
to the home of his sistem Mrs. B. B. 
Streseman, Huntington. Webber's 
father and mother reside near An- 
drews, Ind. 

The wanderer's wife divorced him 
and remarried several years after his 
unceremonious departure. 

Inflamed with anger Webber left 
his Fairfield home, bound for the far 
West. A tramp steamer set him down 
on a small island of the Hawalian 
group. Once every six months a trans 
Pacific liner stopped at Webber's Is 
land. This was the only connection 
with the outside world. In two years 
he had developed an attractive sugar 
plantation, literally hacking {t out of 
the island wilderness. A _ syndicate 
bought it for more than Webber 
dreamed of receiving. 

The far places called and Webher 
next appeared In Africa, where he sold 
supplies, worked for mining com- 
panies and speculated in various en- 
terprises. His efforts Increased his 
finances. Two years later he went to 
Brazil.

Mistletoe Traditions 


The Norsemen worshi ped the great god 
Thor, among others, and it was the custom 
to observe Thor’s day — from which our own 
“Thursday” originated — by building great 
fires. They were called “Juul” fires, and as 
the J in the Scandanavian language is pro- 
nounced like Y, the ‘“‘ Yuul”’ fires became the 
“Yule” fires of our Christmas. 

The Norsemen believed that the trees 
upon which the mistletoe grew made the 
best and brightest fires and that it was Thor 
himself who caused it to grow on these 
particular trees so that they would make the 
proper selection. 

So, when, in traversing the forest, two men 
happened to meet under the growing mistle- 
toe, no matter how great enemies they were, 
they dropped their weapons and greeted each 
other as Peds nor would they take up arms 
again until the sunrise of another day. 

After that they formed the habit of taking 
sprigs of the mistletoe into their homes and 
hanging them over the doorways, so that 
should an enemy enter he would, by its 
influence, be transformed into a friend. 

From this grew the custom of greeting every- 
one who stepped beneath the mistletoe with 
an embrace or a kiss. It was a pleasant 
custom and it has endured to this day, 
although its purport has somewhat differed. 

In Merrie England of old the mistletoe 
came to figure in many magic rites, particu- 
larly those practiced by maidens in the 
attempt to forecast their matrimonial 
future. 


Origin of Xmas Tree 
The French claim the Christmas tree came 
into being through a thirteenth century 
romance whose hero saw on Christmas eve 


out-of-doors a great tree covered with 
candles, some standing upright, others

Observance of Christmas

in the Second Century, had instituted the 
festival of the birth of Christ as a movable 
ceremony. Julius, bishop or Pope of Rome 
from 337 A.D. to 352, commissioned St. 
Cyril of Jerusalem to inuqire thoroughly into 
the matter of Christ’s birth. The result of 
St. Cyril’s elaborate research was that the 
birth date was held by best authority to be 
December 25. Before the end of the Fourth 
Century all Nations of Christendom had 
accepted December 25 as the right date. 
Before that the date on which Christmas 
was observed January 6. Today Christmas 
commemorates but one event, the birthday of 
Christ, but originally four events were com- 
memorated — the birthday, the appearance 
of the star which guided the Wise Men, the 
baptism of Christ,and the first miracle.

The Christmas tree has been an institution 
only back to the sixteenth century. It is 
considered by many to have originated in 
the mind of Martin Luther as he walked 
alone one clear, cold Christmas eve and saw 
the stars shining through the fir trees. When 
he reached home he went out into his yard 
cut a small fir tree, and put it on a table in his 
home for his family to enjoy.

estimated at $100,000,000 on Versailles 
Five midwestern cities have announced 
plans for public improvements in the 
next decude alone, which total almost 
$1,000,000,000 ; or one dollar for every 
ten cents of the French king. Bleven 
of these cities have records of spend: 
ing $524,000,000 on such improvements 
in the last decade; and the regular run- 
ning expenses of city governments an- 
nually in 15 of them are $108,000,000, 
or more than the great Louis spent on 
his major undertaking. 

The five cities with definitely an- 
nounced improvement plans for the 
coming decade are: Detroit, $383,000,- 
000; Chicago, $350,000,000 ; Cleveland 
and Kansas City, $40,000,000 each; St. 
Louis, $85,000,000. Other cities are 
spending great sums, but available 
plans were not yet in approximate dol- 
lar figures for the period. 

Detroit's ten-year plan contemplates 
both use and beauty. The school chil- 
dren are promised $61,000,000 in new 
schools and equipment. Reflecting the 
auto, street widening is estimated at 
$81,000,000. Parks draw $11,000,000, a 
Ifbrary $3,000,000, and sewage disposal 
$79,000,000, 

Chicago's third of a billion includes 
the laying of a park 15 miles long dl- 
rectly across the face of the city, at an 
estimated expense of $75,000,000. For 
sewage disposal the city plans to spend 
$125,000,000 In ten years. The Chicago 
plan commission has recommended 15 
public and private improvement proj- 
ects, some of which are under construc- 
tion, Including $14,000,000 forest pre 
serve development und such private 
enterprises us the $75,000,000 Union 
station ulreudy completed and the $88,- 
000,000 [llinois Central station to be 
built.

Viu leszxio, Ltaly.—The shades of 
D’Artaguan and his duel-loving mus- 
ketcer companions seemingly are 
‘heckoning to the fleld of honor per- 
sous of tis ordinarily peaceful town.

Count Visconti di Modrone and 
Baron di Collalto crossed sabers to 
settle a personal difference, the na- 
ture of which ts shrouded in mystery. 
Titled personages seconded both men. 
Aldo Nadi, fencing master of Italy, 
was master of ceremonies, In the first 
assault Visconti’s blade slashed Col- 
lato’s right forearm, The surgeons 
agreed the wound was not serious und 
the duel proceeded. In another assault 
Collalto again felt the saber of his 
opponent, which opened his right el- 
bow. This demonstrated to the judges 
Collalto’s inferiority and the bout was 
stopped. Sabers were put away; the 
duellists embraced; animated conver- 
sation broke the previous dignified 
silence. Honor had been satisfied. 

The three other ¢hallenges whitch 
followed upon the Viscontl-Collalto af- 
fair did not get beyond the stage of 
argument by the various seconds, who 
amicably arranged the disputes. 


Stolen Tombstone Is 


Found in Roadway 

New York.—The title of champion 
finder of strange things In New York 
goes to Reginald P. Bolton, consulting 
engineer, who found a tombstone in 
Riverside drive near his house,

Beehives of the Ocean 

Sponges are the beehives of the sea. 
This curious discovery has been rm 
ported to the United States bureau of 
fisheries by Dr. Charles J. Fish of the 
scientific staff of the New York Zoo 
logical society's steamer Arcturus, just 
returned from tropical waters. The 
bees which Doctor Fish found Inhabit 
Ing the canals of sponges were whole 
colonies of tiny snapping shrimp 
alpheus, These gregarious shrimps, he 
discovered, swim freely about, but al- 
ways return to the individual sponge 
which {gs their hive-like home. One 
sponge-hive with its homing-shrimps 
was secured and placed In an aquarium 
aboard the ship, where the colony con- 
tinued to flourish.—Grit,
